ALLIED HEADQUARTERS, NORTH AFRICA, 
. Aug, 9. (UP)— -A spectacular American landing be- 
hind the German line oh the north coast of Sicily un- 
hinged the axis defenses and sent.them rocking oack 
today toward positions roughly 30 miles from the 
road's end at Messina, 
y Allied armies in general advances all around the 
tottering defense arc across northeastern Sicily, seiz- 
ed the towns of San Agata, San Pratello, Cesaro and 
Acireale, consolidated their, hold on one-half of the 
base of Mt. Etna, and pursued German troops in head- 
long flight from the closing jaws of a pincers aimed 
at Randazzo pass. 

Battered German forces were reported strugglmg 
to form a new defense line angling from the Cape Or- 
lando area on the north coast to T aormina on the 
southeast.

MacArthur Says Japs' 
Attack Power Broken

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS, Southweat Pacific, Aug. 
(U.PJ— Allied sticcesaes have forced Japan on the defeniiive 
and the Pacific war haa taken a vital turn toward victory, 
Gen: Douglas MacArthur said today. 

MacArthur'a confident statement that the enemy's ability 
to attack had bcen-dmashc^ followed the American conquest 
of Munda and a atoady broad- 
ening of the allied offenBive in 
the island arc north of Aus- 
tralia. 

"Our resources ore still very lim- 
ited," he ssld, "but results of our 
modest but continuous tucceucs in 
campaign haTo-been cumulative to 
the point ot being vital. 

■The margin was close but it was 
conclusive.. Although for many rta- 
oona our victories may have Isclced 
in Blomoroua locus, they have been 
decisive ot the final result In the 
Pacific. 

"I miUce no predictions as to time 
or detail but Japan on the PscUlo

"I wonder whoJihe 'dope' was that wrote 
all that bunk about the be&vtlful, romantic 
south seas, and the allure of the tropical 
moon. If you like hoat, rain, mud, dust, Illth, 
flle^, mosquitoes, malaria, Dengue, dysentery, 
cholera, dirty natives and living in a tent set 
In tho middle of a swamp with nothing but 
dried or dehydrated lood— you must come on 
down— yoii would find it perfect. 

"Wo wash our own clothes In the rivor with 
soap and a tog to rub them on. Thoy don't 
. get white and clean but they do amcll better. 
We sleep under mosquito nets at night, but 
use no cover (or it never drops below 70 
degrees. 

"I have seen real heroism out hero and 
you at home may ba justly proud of your 
boys. Don'f believe them when' they say 
American boys are soft and can't take It. 
They are tough, smart and fighting fools. 
They live under horrible and terrifying con- 
ditions of danger and Illth, but they are sure 
of why they are here. It makes your heart 
ache to sco some of them 'going back home' 
broken horrlby In body but atlll cheerful and 
wlso-cracklng. They do feel a bitterness and 
deep seated resentment at the news of strikes 
and evidence of the selllshness and greed In 
certain labor and business groups at homo. 

"God, If you could see the hell holes of war 
and the sacrifices these boys ol yours aro 
making and sec them light tor you and their 
loved onea and all that America means to 
them, you would understand my pride In 
them, and how satisfying ttJa.lo help these 
grand klds-and care lor ; them. Iiwouldntt be 
elsewhere." ■ . ^
